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ANCESTORS 


ORIGIN  OF  THE  NAMES 

Without  going  too  deeply  into  th'e  origin  of  surnames,  the  name 
Johnson,  came  from  a  shortening  of  John’s  son.  Originally  each  per¬ 
son  went  by  one  name  as  “Matthew,  Mark,  Luke,  and  John.”  The<n, 
John,  the  Baptist,  then  John’s  son,  then  to  distinguish  which  son, 
Dan,  John’s  son,  then  to  Daniel  Johnson. 

The  name  Holcroft  came  from  the*  occupation  or  skill  of  a  per¬ 
son.  From:  Holde,  driver  or  tender  of  cattle  and  Craft  (Kraft)  an 
art  or  skill.  Therefore  one  skilled  in  the  handling  of  cattle,  a  Holde- 
kraft  (Like  Witch-craft  or  Priest-craft).  In  our  line  shortened  to 
Holcroft.  Others  still  use  Holdcroft,  Holdcraft,  Holcraft,  etc. 


GENEALOGY  AND  HISTORY 

It  is  not  the  intention  of  this  writing  to  be  considered  a  History 
of  Our  Country,  but  since  Genealogy  and  History  are  “kissin  cousins'* 
it  will  be  necessary  to  give  a  little  background  of  conditions  at  the 
time  our  records  begin. 

It  might  also  be  well  to  mention  here  that  this  is  not  supposed 
to  be  a  masterpiece  of  literature — only  the  best  a  novice  can  do. 


HISTORY 

After  the  Revolutionary  War  of  1776,  a  Peace  Treaty  was  signed 
in  1783  and  the  United  States  was  formed.  Their  territory  extended 
as  far  west  ias>  the  Mississippi  Riveir.  Very  few  settlements  had  been 
made  beyond  the  Ohio  River,  then  known  as  the  “Ohio  Country”  or 
“The  Northwest  Territory”.  The  Continental  Congress,  realizing  the 
need  for  expansion!  westward  and!  to  settle  differences  in  th(e  claim  to 
this  territory,  adopted  “The  Ordinance  of  1787”  covering  this  terri¬ 
tory.  These  rules  and  regulations  were  designed  to  make  the  terri¬ 
tory  inviting  for  settlement  by  eastern  and  foreign  immigrants. 


GENEALOGY 

No  doubt  further  research  could  trace  the  family  back  to  one 
of  the  noted  Johnsons  that  were  so  prominent  in  the  settlement  and 
early  history  of  our  countiy.  There  are  literally  thousands)  of  John¬ 
son  lines,  therefore  hard  to  trace, |  authentically. 

All  of  the  following  have  been  authenticated  through  Histories 
or  other  sources  previously  mentioned. 
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ANCESTORS 

Paternal  Side  —  JOHNSON 

JAMES  (JIMMY)  JOHNSON,  Great-Great  Grandfather  of 

Danial  A.  Johnson. 

In  a  letter  to  his  daughter,  Maggie  (Johnson)  Culton,  Daniel 
A.  Johnson  says  that  “His  great-great  Grandfather  w#s  Jimmie  John¬ 
son,  (Possibly  James)  and  that  he  attained  the  age  of  108  years.” 

Basing  his  birth  date  upon  that  of  his  children  would  be  about 
1725-30,  and  since  he  lived  to  be  108  years  of  age,  his  death,  date 
about  1835-40.  (An  important  clue  should  someone  wish  to  trace 
the  family  further  back.) 

This  JIMMY  JOHNSON  was  living  in  Westmoreland  County, 
Pennsylvania.  About  1787-88  he  sold  his  possessions  in  Westmoreland 
County,  crossed  the  Ohio  River  and  “bought  some  improvements  on 
what  was  then  called  Beach  Bottom  Flats,  two  and  one-half  miles 
from  the  river”.  This  location  is  in  what  is  now  Monroe  County,  Ohio. 

His  children  mentioned  in  Ohio  History  were:  WILLIAM;  Henry 
that  married  Patty  Russell;  John,  married  Miss  Okey;  Joel  and  Joseph. 

The  Indians  still  claimed  possession  of  the  land  and  were  fighting 
and  harassing!  the  settlers.  That  we  may  better  understand  conditions 
ati  this  time,  the  following  story  about  WILLIAM’S  brothers  is  given 
from  Henry  Howe’s  History  of  Ohio,  first  published  in  1846,  (Daniel 
A.  Johnson  says  “This  is  authentic”). 

Heroic  Adventure  of  the  Johnson  Boys 

By  Henry  Johnson,  and  published  in  the  Woodsfleild,  Ohio 

paper  about  1835-40. 

(Slightly  condensed) 

“When  I  was  between  eleven  and  twelve  years  old,  I  think  it 
was  in  the  fall  of  1788,  I  was  taken  prisoner  with)  my  brother  John, 
*  *'  *  On  Saturday  evening  we  were  out  with  an  older  brother  (Wil¬ 
liam?)  and  came  home  late  in  the  evening;  one  of  us  had  lost  a  hat 
and  John  and  I  went  back  to  look  for  it.  We  found  the  hat  and  were 
sitting  down  on  a  log  cracking  nuts,  when  we  saw  two  men  approach¬ 
ing  us,  which  we  thought  to  be  neighbors.  We  paid  little  attention  to 
them  until  they  came  quite  near.  One  of  them  said,  “How  do,  brod- 
er.”  My  brother  then  asked  them  if  they  were  Indians  and  they 
answered  in  the)  affirmative  and  said  we  must  go  with  them.  *  *  * 

“One  of  the  Indians  walked  about  ten  steps  ahead  and  the;  other 
the  same  distance  behind.  After  traveling  some  distance  we  halted 
in  a  deep  hollow  and  sat  down. 

“Theiy  took  out  their  knives  and  whet  them,  and  talked  some 
time  in  the  Indian  tongue  which  we  did  not  understand.  I  told  my 
brother  I  thought  they  were  going  to  kill  us,  and  I  believe  he  thought 
so  too,  for  he  began  to  talk  with  them  and  that  his  father  was  cross 
and  made  him  work  hard.  That  he  would  rather  be  a  hunter  and 
live  in  the  woods.  This  seemed  to  please  them  as  they  put  up  their 
knives  and  began  to  be  more*  lively  and  pleasant  to  us. 
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“They  'asked  my  brother  which  way  was  home,  and  he  told  them 
the  contrary  way  each  time  they  asked1.  They  thought  we  were  lost 
and  that  we  knew  no  better. 

“They  conducted  us  over  Short  Greek  hills  in  search  of  some 
horses,  but  found  none.  Night  came  on  and  we  halted  in  a  low  hollow 
about  four  miles  from  where  they  first  took  us.  As  night  began  to 
close  in  around  us  I  became  fretful;  my  brother  encouraged  me  by 
whispering  to,  me  that  we  would  kill  the  Indians  that  night. 

“After  they  had  selected  the  place  of  encampment,  one  of  them 
scouted  around  the  camp.  The  other  one  struck  a  fire  with  the  flash¬ 
ing  powdier  in  the  pan.  After  the  Indian  got  the  fire,  kindled  he  re¬ 
primed  his  gun  and  set  it  by  a  stump  while  he  went  for  more  wood. 
While  he  was  thus  employed  my  brother  took  the  gun  and  cocked  it 
and  was  about  to  shoot  the  Indian,  but  I  was  afraid  t'hte  other  Indian 
would  return  and  over  power  us.  I  begged  him  to  wait  till  night 
and  I  would)  help  him  to  kill  them  both.  The  Indian  that  had  taken 
the  scout  came  back  about  dark. 

“We  took  our  suppers,  talked  some  time  and  went  to  bed  on  the 
naked  ground.  They  put  us  between  them  that  they  mights  be  better 
to  guard  us.  After  a  whale  onfe  of  the  Indians  got  up  and  stretched 
and  lay  down  on,  the  other  side  of  the  fire,  >and!  soon  began,  to  snore. 
When  John  saw  that  they  were  both  asleep  he  whispered  to  me  to 
get  up  as  quietly  as  possible. 

“John  took  the  gun  which  the  Indian  struck  fire  with,  cocked  it 
and  placed  it  toward  the  head  of  one  Indian,  he  took  a  tomahawk 
and  drew  it  over  the  head  of  the  other  Indian.  I  pulled  the  trigger 
and  he  struck  at  the  same  time.  The  blow  fell  too  far  back  on  his 
neck  and  only  stunned  him.  He  attempted  to  spring  to  his  feet  but 
after  repeated  blows  he  fell  and  lay  quiet  and  still  at  our  feet. 

“After  we  Were  both  satisfied  they  were  dead,  and  fearing  there 
were  others  close  by  we  hurriedf  off  taking  only  the  gun  I  had  shot 
with  us.  We  took  our  coulrse  toward  the  river  and  in  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  we  found  a  path  that  led  to  Carpenter's  Fort. 

“We  got  to  the  fort  a  little  before  day  break.  We  related  our 
adventure  and  a  small  party  went  back  with  my  brother  and  found 
the  Indian  that  had  been  tomahawked,  the  other  had  crawled  away 
a  Short  distance.  A  skeleton  and  a  gun  were  found  later  near  the 
place  where  we  had  encamped.”  (End  of  quote.) 


A  irather  Gory  Story  to  start  off  with,  but  since  it  was  “in  the 
family”  it  helps  us  to  better  understand  some  of  the  things  encount¬ 
ered  by  our  forebears. 

Henry,  that  related  the  story,  became  the  first  Mayor  of  Woods- 
field  and  others  of  the  family  became  prominent  in  the  community. 
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WILLIAM  JOHNSON,  Grandfather  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson. 


WILLIAM,  older  brother  of  the  “Johnson  Boys,”  was,  no  doubt 
born  in  Westmoreland  County,  Pa.,  and  moved  with  the  family  to 
Ohio.  Following  the  general  trend  of  migration,  William  moved  into 
what  was  later  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  Here  he  married  Elizabeth 
Hoagland  or  Hoaglan.  (Gran dimother  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson.) 

I  did  not  find  the  date  of  his  birth,  but  his  brother  John  was 
born  about  1775-76,  and  his  brother  Henry  Feb.  4,  1777.  William 
may  have  been  older  or  younger,  but_  would  be  around  1770-80. 

They  were  the  parents  of  a  very  large  family.  Daniel  A.  John¬ 
son  listed  the  following:  (Possibly  not^  in  chronological  order)  Henry, 
James,  Isaac,  Eban,  William  (Methodist  Minister),  Mary  Ann  (Wycoff), 
Ruth,  Nancy  (LeMaster),  Sally  Jane,  Rachel,  Ezra,  MICHAEL.  In 
addition  a  half  brother  Jerry  Hinton  (Not  explained.) 

In  some  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson’s  letters  he  lists  the  following 
“cousins”  descended  from  above:  Etta  Johnson  (Maideta  woman, 
daughter  of  William)  (The  only  one  that  Anna  and  I  have  ever 
visited)  Tarentum,  Pa.;  Mrs.  Molly  (John)  (LeMaster)  Myers,  W. 
7th  St.,  Auburn,  Ind.;  Mrs.  Margaret  (Maggie)  Wycoff?  Gibson, 
Auburn,  Ind.;  Mrs.  Ida  (Wycoff  )  Miller,  Butler,  Ind.;  Veira  (Myers) 
Strome,  Garrett,  Indl.;  Jim  Myers,  Auburn,  Ind.;  John  LeMasteo*,  La- 
Grange,  Ind.;  Oscar  Bye,  Findley,  Ohio;  Harry  Rook,  Findley,  Ohio. 


MICHAEL  JOHNSON,  Father  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson 

MICHAEL  MYERS  JOHNSON  (From  Bible  Record),  was  born 
July  12,  1814,  in  Washington  Twp.,  Harrison  County,  Ohio.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Eliza  McCurdy,  who  was  born  April  4  1817,  in  Jetffeirson  County, 
Ohio.  (Next  County  east  of  Harrison). 

They  wtere  married  in  Tuscarawas  County,  where  they  were  both 
living  at  the  time  of  their  marriage.  They  were  married  Sept.  16, 
1841,  at  the  home  of  the  bride,  Daniel  McCurdy,  by  Rlev.  Abr.  (Ara- 
ham)  Lemaster,  at  4  o’clock  P.  M.,  witnessed  by  J.  N.  Lamaster  and 
wife  and  Henry  Johnson  and  wife.  (From  Marriage  Certificate.) 

(Henry  Johnson  was  his  brother,  and!  J.  N.  Lemaster  his  brother- 
in-law.  Abr.  Lemaster,  no  doubt  J.  N.’s  father). 

ELIZA  (McCurdy)  JOHNSON,  mother  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson, 
was  a  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  (Rogers)  McCurdy. 

Elizabeth  Roger’s  mother  was  the  second  wife  of  Joseph  Asbury, 
father  of  Daniel  Asbury,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  and  later*  a  “Circuit 
Rider”  and  Missionary  for  the  Methodist  Missions  among  the  Indians. 

One  son  of  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Asbury  was  Bishop  Frances 
Asbury  (Unmarried),  a  statue  of  whom  stands  in  a  park  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  with  the  inscription:  “Greatest  Itinerant  Preacher  of 
the  Ages”.  According  to  Ripley’s  Believe  It  Or  Not:  “He  delivered 
16,500  sermons,  consecrated  4,000  Preachers  and  covered  300,000 
miles  on  horseback  equal  to  12  times  around  the  earth.  He  never 
had  either  Home  or  Bed  of  His  Own.” 

“Daniel  Asbury,  half  brother  of  Joseph,  was  captured  by  the 
Indians  when  14  years  of  age  and  lived  with  the«m  eight  years  in 
Kentucky.  After  his  escape  he  became  a  Missionary  and  Circuit 
RidJer  and  established  many  Churches  in  North  Carolina.” 

(Above  history  condensed  by  Tom  Johnson  and  G.  J.  Hinkle 
from  Ripley’s!  “Believe  It  Or  Not”  and  Brigg’s  “Life  of  Asbury.”) 

Reuben  Rogers,  a  brother  of  Elizabeth  Rogers,  served  in  the 
War  of  1812  under  the  command  of  Wm.  Henry  Harrison.  At  that 
time  he  was  about  22  years  of  age  and  helped  build  the  Fort  on  the 
south  side  of  the  Maumee  River,  Feb.  1,  1813,  known  as  Ft.  Meigs. 
After  the  war  of  1812  he  settled  in  Pike  County,  Ohio  and  in  his 
later  years  was  a  visitor  in  the  Michael  Johnson  home.  (From  a 
notation  of  Daniel  A.  Johnson  which  says  he  recalls  talking  with  him 
when  hie  was  a  small  boy). 

The  above  research  was  made  to  establish  the  connection  of  the 
“Daniel  Asbury”  part  of  DANIEL  ASBURY  JOHNSON’S  name. 

Is  it  any  wond'er  that  the  family  wished  to  perpetuate  the  name 
by  naming  their  offspring  after  so  noted  a  relative?

MICHAEL  and  ELIZA  (McCurdy)  JOHNSON  were  the  parents 
of  four  children.  They  were  living  in  Tuscarawas  County,  Ohio, 
when  their  first  two  children  were  born. 

(Michael  Johnson  Bible  Record.) 

1.  Lucinda  Jane  Johnson,  born  Dec.  26  1843,  Tuscarawas  Co., 
Ohio  Married  Wm.  H.  Watters  (Waters)  April  4,  1861, 
Van  Wert  Co.,  married  by  T.  Culey,  Esq. 

Among  their  children  were  George,  Michael,  Isaac,  Leander. 

Two  grand  children  ware:  Walter  and  Lillian  Waters. 

2.  William  D.  Johnson,  born  Oct.  23,  1845,  Tuscarawas  Co., 
Ohio.  (Unmarried).  Died)  Feb.  14,  1895. 

About  this  time  Michael  Johnson  became,  or  was  a  Minister  or 
Circuit  Rider  for  the  United  Brethern  Church  and  between  1845  and 
1848,  moved  to  Coshocton  Co.,  Ohio,  where  their  next  child  was  born. 

3.  DANIEL  ASBURY  JOHNSON,  born  June  8,  1848,  Coshocton 
County,  Ohio.  (See  Biography  to  follow.) 

Between  1848  and  1852  they  had  moved  to  Van  Wert  Co.,  Ohio, 
where  the  next  child  was  bom. 

4.  Elizabeth  W.  Johnson,  born  Sept.  27,  1852,  Van  Wert  Co., 
Ohio.  Married  Israel  Newport,  born  Dec.  2,  1850,  Adams 
Co.,  Ind.  Married  Feb.  11,  1871,  Adams  Co.,  Ind.  by  R. 
Smith,  Esq. 

Among  their  children  were:  Charles,  died  Oct.  16,  1874, 
age  1  year,  4  months;  May,  Della,  etc. 

Elizabeth  (Johnson)  Newport,  died  Oct.  22,  1900. 

Israel  Newport  died  Dec.  7,  1892. 

MINISTRY  OF  Rev.  Michael  Myer*  Johnton. 

I  wad  unable  to  locate  records  of  just  when  he  was  ordained  as  a 
minister  for  the  “Church  of  the  United  Brethern  of  Christ,1 ”  but  it 
was  evidently  near  the  middle  of  the  19th  century  (1850)  or  a  fefw 
years  before. 

By  this  time  the  eastern  part  of  Ohio  was  pretty  well  settled  but 
the  western  portion  was  still  very  wild.  Some  of  the  lands  had  been 
sold  by*  the  government  and  some  roads  laid  out. 

(Portions  of  the  following  are  condensed  from  ta  “History  of  the 
White  River  Conference”  by  W.  A.  Wilmore.) 

The  original  Miami  Conference  (Territory)  of  the  United  Breth¬ 
ern  Church  had!  grown  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  divided  into  many 
smaller  Conferences.  The  Conference  to  which  Michael  Johnson  was 
assigned,  was  known  as  the  Maumee  Conference,  afterwards  known 
as  the  Auglaize  Conference.  Later  'it  was  taken  over  by  the  White 
River  Conference  of  Indiana. 
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We  know  that  in  1850  he  moved  to  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio,  and 
was  acting  as  a  Circuit  Rider,  preaching  to  congregations  already 
established  and  establishing  new  Missions,  or  Classes  as  they  were 
called.  From  1850  to  1853  he  was  living  'in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio. 
In  1853  he  was  assigned  to  the  “Jay  Mission”  in  Jay  County,  Indiana, 
and  was  living  in  the  “Roach  Settlement”  near  Portland,  Indiana. 

In  1854  he  was  assigned  to  Mt.  Pleasant  Mission  in  addition 
to  his  duties  at  the  Jay  Mission.  Rideirtown  was  also  one  of  his 
appointments.  In  1855  ha  was  transferred  to  Uniopolis,  Ohio.  In 
1856  to  Van  Went  County,  Ohio.  About  1859  they  were  in  Monroe, 
Adams  County,  Ind.  1860  to  St.  Mary’s  Mission.  1862  to  Murray 
Mission.  There  were  possibly  other  assignments  in  the  Auglaize 
Conference  not  mentioned  in  the  White  River  Conference  Records. 

An  incident  described  in  Daniel  A.  Johnson’s  remembrance 
about  their  move  to  Portland,  Ind.,  show  some  of  the  hazards  ex¬ 
perienced  by  these  early  ministers.  Daniel  was  then  about  six 
years  of  age. 

“In  crossing  /the  Salamonia  River  at  Portland,  one  of  the 
horses  got  it’s  leg  through  the  floating  logs,  and  much  difficulty 
was  experienced  iih  making  the  bank.  The  accident  occured  at 
night  and!  the  only  light  wc  had  to  guide  us  was  a  perforated  tin 
lantern,  lighted  with  a  tallow  candle.  We  made  the  crossing  how¬ 
ever  without  further  incident  and  took  up  our  residence  again  in 
ajnother  log  mansion  of  one  room  in  what  was  then  known  as  tne 
Roach  Settlement.” 

We  can  see  from  the  foregoing  that  the  lives  of  early  circuit 
riders  and  ministers  were  rigorous  ones.  Traveling  from  place  to 
place  on  horseback,  over  unimproved  roads  and  trails  and  fording 
streams.  They  were  often  away  from  home  weeks  at  a  time. 
Salaries  reported!  for  these  early  preachers  was  around  $50.00  per 
year  for  the  smaller  Missions  to  $150.00  for  the  more  prosperous 
ones. 


I  find  only  one  other  assignment.  In  1875  he  was  assigned 
to  the  Rock  Creek  Church.  He  evidently  preached  in  Van  Wert 
and  Paulding  Counties,  Ohio,  during  the  latter  part  of  his  ministry. 

ELIZABETH  (McCURDY)  JOHNSON  died  August  8,  1885. 

MICHAEL  MYERS  JOHNSON  died  August  11,  1894. 

(It  has  been  reported  that  Eliza  was  buried  at  Payne,  Ohio, 
and  Michael  at  Van  Vert,  Ohio.  A  search  of  the  grave  stones  at 
Payne  did  not  disclose  any  grave  stone  in  any  of  the  cemeteries  at 
Payne.  Search  is  now  being  made  to  locate  the  stone  of  Rev. 
Michael  Johnson  in  Van  Wert  cemeteries,  if  one  was  erected. 
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DANIEL  ASBURY  JOHNSON 


DANIEL  A.  JOHNSON,  the  paternal  dividing  generation  be¬ 
tween  our  listing  of  Ancestors  and  Descendants,  was  born  June  S, 
1848,  in  Coshoctdn  County,  Ohio.  He  waa  the  third  child  of  Rev. 
Michael  and  Eliza  (McCurdy)  Johnson. 

At  the  time  of  Daniel’s  birth  his  father  was  no  dloubt  attached 
to  the  Miami  Conference-,  since  they  were  living  in  Coshocton 
County.  When  Daniel  was  eigteen  months  old  his  father  was  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Auglaizte  Conference  and  moved  to  Van  Wert  County, 
Ohio. 

Of  his  early  life  we  quote  from  an  interview  published  in  the 
Hartford  City  News,  July  21,  1925. 

“My  first  distinct  remembrance  was  of  our  residence  in  Pauld¬ 
ing  County,  Ohio.  I  was  between  three  and  four  years  of  age. 
My  father  being  a  circuit  rider  of  the  United  Brethern  Church, 
the  people  had  built  him  a  parsonage  of  rounded  logs  of  one  room. 
It  could  favorably  be  compared  with  the  log  cabin  now  standing  at 
Geneva,  Ind.  WHen  we  first  moved  in,  the  fireplace,  the  stick 
chimney  and  hearth  hhd  not  been  completed. 

“My  father  had  a  large  circuit  and  would  be  absent  from 
home  for  a  week  at  a  time  answering  the  call  of  his  duties  while 
mother  remained!  at  home  with  her  three  children,  the  eldest  being 
seven  or  eight  years  of  age,  and  our  little  black  dog  to  protect  us 
from  the  wolves. 

“Frequently  the  wolves  would  come  to  our  house  at  night 
and  the  pet  dog  would  beat  a  hasty  retreat  under  the  house.  Mother 
would  then  build  a  fire  on  the  hearth  and  pound  on  the  walls  of 
of  the  crib.  With  the  bright  light  showing  through  the  spaces  be¬ 
tween  the  logs  in  the  crib  the  wolves  would  be  frightened  away. 

“I  do  not  recall  that  I  saw  any  Indians  there.  I  belie*ve  it  was 
too  wet  for  them.” 

(Whfcn  he  was  about  six  the  family  was  transferred  to  near 
Portland,  Ind.,  as  related  in  the  history  of  his  father,  Michael 
Johnson.) 

“It  was  th*ere  that  I  had  my  first  introduction  to  “Mir.  Ague” 
(chills  and  fever).  Dr.  B.  B.  Snow  was  the  first  doctor  to  treat 
me  for  any  disease.  It  was  there  that  I  met  my  first  school  marm, 
Kittorah  Winters.  May  God  bless  her.  She  died  last  November. 

“From  Portland  we  moVedl  to  Uniopolis,  Ohio.  There  I  saw 
my  first  flag  pole  raising  and  it  was  a  hickory.  I  sometimes  wonder 
if  that  is  why  I  am  a  Democrat  *  *  . 

“Another  interesting  experience  in  my  life  was  when  I  was 
about  eight  years  of  age.  It  was  then  I  saw  the  first  railroad  at 
Straughn  Station  in  Van  Wert  County,  Ohio.  It  was  the  Pitts¬ 
burgh,  Ft.  Wayne  and  Chicago  R.  R. 
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“At  Bellefountaine,  in  1860  I  saw  one  of  the  greatest  hail 
storms  I  ever  saw.  Wheat  was  headed  and  fruit  well  advanced 
at  the  time.  All  crops  and  fruit  was  destroyed. 

“I  attended  a  republican  rally  at  Ft.  Recovery.  I  saw  a  cam¬ 
paign  wagon  built  up  with  logs  and  loaded  with  pretty  girls.  (He 
must  have  been  about  14  or  15.)  I  often  wonder  if  any  of  them 
are  still  living. 

“It  w)as  at  Bellefountaine  that  I  went  to  schfool  with  boys, 
whom  I  never  dreamed  would  be  in  wjar  in  a  few  years  in  the  same 
regiment.  The  Grand  Old  89th,  Regiment,  Indiana  Volunteer  In¬ 
fantry.  *  *  * 

“We  next  moved1  to  Van  Wert  County,  three-fourthfe  of  a 
mile  south  of  the  negro  settlement.  (There  is  an  interesting  story 
about  this  negro  settlement,  made  up  of  escaped  slaves  from  the 
south  and  helped1  by  a  northern  Church  group.) 

“About  April  16,  we  next  moved  to  Monroe,  Adams  County, 
Ind.  Perhaps  it  needs  to  be  explained  why  these  frequent  moves. 
In  those  days  circuit  riders  were  frequently  changed  from  one 
circuit  to  another  each  year.’'  (End  of  quote.) 


CIVIL  WAR  SERVICE  OF  DANIEL  A.  JOHNSON 

As  DANIEL  was  growing  to  young  manhood  the  war  between 
tha  Northern  and  Southern  States  was  in  full  swing.  This  war  was 
brought  on  by  the  secession  of  the  Southern  States  from  the 
Union.  Because  of  a  disagreement  between  the  States  as  to  the 
right  of  the  States  over  Federal  Government,  one  of  which  was 
the  right  to  own  slaves  as  personal  property.  A  similar  situation 
exists  today  (1959-60)  regarding  school  desegregation. 

Neither  side  had  gained  a  distinct  advantage  by  1863,  and  there 
was  a  pressing  call  for  volunteers  by  President  Lincoln  for  the  Union 
Army. 

"When  he  was  about  fifteen  and  one-half  years  of  age,  he  de¬ 
cided  to  volunteer  for  service  in  the  Union  Army.  I  do  not  think 
the  Recruiting  offices  were  too  concerned1  about  age.  Of  course, 
he  could  have  prevaricated.  For  this  account  let  us  turn  again  to 
the  NEWS: 

“One  gloomy  day  in  Dece,mber,  ’63  (Dec.  18,  1863)  with  a 
slush  snow  covering  the  ground,  I  left  home  with  no  one  to  say 
goodbye  but  my  mother,  for  the  home  of  my  recruiting  officer,  four 
miles  distant.  The  journey  was  through  forests  and  many  diffi¬ 
culties.  I  went  from  Decatur  (Where  he  had  enlisted  for  three 
years  or  the  duration)  to  Ft.  Wayne  by  wagon,  the  only  transporta¬ 
tion  available.  I  spent  Dec.  31,  1863,  in  Camp  Carrington,  Indian¬ 
apolis. 
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“On  New  Year’s  morning  I  had  to  chop  our  bread  with  an 
axe,  and)  thaw  it  out  on  the  stove  before  being  able  to  eat  it.  It 
was  there  I  had  my  final  muster  and  drew  clothing,  becoming  a 
member  of  Company  H,  89th  Regiment.  I  joined  the  command  on 
Poplar  street,  Memphis,  Tenn.  (Mrs.  Hinklq  has  the  belt  buckle 
from  this  uniform ). 

“My  first  war  experience  was  at  Queens  Hill,  Miss.,  Feb.  7, 
1864.  After  the  Vicksburg  and  Meridan,  Miss,  campaign  we  re¬ 
turned  to  Vicksburg  in  March.  We  next  went  up  Red  River,  La., 
May  18,  1864.  The  last  battle  of  this  expedition  was  fought  about 
twenty-two  miles  from  Red  River  Landing,  on  the  Mississippi  on 
June  8,  1864.”  (End  of  quote.) 

This  engagement  was  on  his  16th  birthday. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  campaigns,  he  lists  the  following 
battles  or  skirmishes  in  which  he  participated:  Fort  DeRusey, 

Pleasant  Hill,  Bayou  LaMoore,  Marksville  Praire,  Yellow  Bayou, 
Siege,  assault  and  capture  of  Fort  Blakely  Apr.  9,  1865. 

In  July  of  1865,  he  was  transferred  to  Veteran  Co.  K,  26th 
Regiment,  Indiana  Veteran  Volunteer  Infantry. 

After  the  surrender  of  Lee  in  April,  1865,  virtually  ending  the 
resistance  of  the  Southern  States,  he  remained  with  the  command 
until  his  Discharge  Jan.  15,  1866,  at  the  age  of  seventeen  and  one- 
half  years.  His  Discharge  paper,  now  in  possession  of  his  daughter, 
Mrs.  Eugene  Culton,  states  that  when  discharged  he  was  under  the 
command,  of  Capt.  Warren  W.  Morris.  (Honorable  Discharge) 
“No  objection  to  re-enlistment”  was  5  ft.,  5  in.  high,  dark  com¬ 
plected,  black  eyes,  dark  hair;  occupation,  farmer.  Signed  by 

G.  W.  Estano,  Capt. 

No  record  is  given  of  the  following  few  years,  but  we  can 
assume  he  returned  to  his  home  and  worked  for  various  farmers 
in  thte  neighborhood.  In  July  of  1874  he  came  to  Blackford  County, 
Ind.,  to  work  on  the  railroad  that  crossed  the  Holcroft  farm.  The 
next  record  is  of  his  marriage  to  ABIGAIL  HOLCROFT,  Apr.  4,  1876. 

He  was  the  youngest  member  of  the  Jacob  Stahl  Post  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  in  Hartford  City,  Ind!.,  and  through¬ 
out]  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  an  active  member.  “There 
few  people  in  Hartford  City  who  do  not  hold  acquaintance  with 
him  and  are  better  for  having  known  him.” 

During  most  of  his  life  he  was  employed  at  the  South?  Side 
Glass  Factory,  and  as  engineer  of  the  Hartford  City  Water  Depart¬ 
ment. 

After  the  death  of  his  wife  he  lived  for  a  time  at  the  MArion 
Soldier’s  Home,  andl  then  with  his  daughter,  Eliza  Smoot,  where 
he  was  living  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

He  died  Nov.  27,  1932,  as  a  result  of  a  fall  and  a  fractured 
hip  sustained  a  few  days  before.  He  is  buried  in  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 
Cemetery  in  Hartford  City.  His  wife  preceded  him  in  death  by 
eighteen  years.  They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children,  six  of 
whom  survived.

Maternal  Side  —  HOLCROFT 

To  the  Ladies!  “Go4  Bless  ’em" 

Oftimes  the  maternal  side  of  the  family  is  neglected  or  soon 
forgotten,  since  they  take  the  family  name  of  tjhe  husband.  However 
at  least  half,  and  many  times  more,  of  ow  inherited  traits  are  in¬ 
herited  from  “the  female  of  the  species,”  our  mothers.  They  are 
the  on>e^  that  care  for  us,  give  us  of  their  love  and1  affection  and  en¬ 
deavor  to  make  us  comfortable  and  h'appy  while  our  fathers  are  out 
“chopping  wood”  or  “bringing  in  the  bacon.” 

This,  no  doubt  is  as  it  should  be,  but  let  us  never  neglect  to 
show  our  appreciation! 

JOHN  HOLCROFT,  Grandfather  of  Abigail  (Holcroft) 
Johnson 

JOHN  HOLCROFT  was  born  about  1800  and  was  living  in  Clith- 
eroe,  Lancanshire  County,  England.  He  was  serving  as  Sexton  of  a 
Church  there  and  possibly  followed  the  trade  of  plasterer. 

His  wife’s  name  not  recorded. 

They  were  the  parents  of  at  least  two  children; 

THOMAS  HOLCROFT,  born  October,  1823,  Clitheroe,  Lancaster 
also  spelled1  Lancanshire,  County,  England. 

James  (Jim)  Holcroft,  younger. 

In  1837,  John  and  possibly  the  rest  of  the  family  were  in  London 
for  the  Coronation  of  Queen  Victoria.  Mrs.  Hinkle  has  a  teaspoon 
which  was  purchased  on  this  trip  to  London. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1848  or  early  1849,  he  and  his  wife  came 
to  America — following  the  immigration  of  their  two  sons.  More  about 
this  later. 


THOMAS  HOLCROFT,  Father  of  Abigail  (Holcroft)  Johnson 

THOMAS  HOLCROFT  (This  is  the  spelling  used  in  both  his 
Apprentice  and  Naturalization  papers)  was  born  in  October,  1823, 
County  of  Lancaster  (Lancanshire),  England. 

At  the  age  of  fifteen  years  and  nine  months,  in  1839,  he  was 
apprenticed  to  James  Norcrop  to  “learn  the  trade  or  vocation  of  Slate<r 
and  Plasterer.”  From  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  his  Apprentice 
Papers  (One-third  has  been  lost)  weS  find  that  he  was  to  be  “A  faith¬ 
ful  Servant  or  Apprentice,  to  keep  his  Master’s  secrets,  not  to  waste 
or  embezzle  his  Master’s  goods,  nor  allow  others  to  do  so.” 

For  this  service  he  was  to  receive  “meat,  drink,  washing,  lodg¬ 
ing,  clothing  and  mending,  and  pocket  money  suitable  for  such  an 
(word  missing).  Also  if  he  was  incapacitated  by  sickness  or  accident, 
that  ha  should  not  be  entitled  to  any  wages  during  such  incapacity  or 
any  part  thereof.” 
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This  was  common  practice  in  England,  and  would  compare  very 
favorably  with  today’s  trade  schools. 


He  married  in  England  and  was  the  father  of  three  children  at 
the  time  of  his  immigation  to  America. 


After  the  term  of  his  apprenticeship  We  followed  his  trade  as 
plasterer,  but  at  the  age  of  twenty-five  he  decided  to  seek  his  fortune 
in  the  New1  World.  We  can  assume  that  at  this  time  glowing  stories 
were  being  told  of  the  opportunities  for  the  building  trade  in  the 
fast  growing  middle  west. 


Thomas  and  his  brother  James  Holcroft  sailed  from  Liverpool 
and  arrived  in  New  York  City  in  April  of  1848.  They  immediately 
headed  for  their  destination  of  Richmond,  Indiana.  At  least  the  latter 
part  of  this  journey  was  made  on  foot. 


The  story  is  told  of  Wow,  as  they  neared  Richmond,  Jim  became 
sick  and  they  stopped  by  a  house  to  ask  for  la  drink  of  water.  Mis¬ 
taken  by  the  resident  to  be  a  couple  of  tramps  he  sicked  the  dog  on 
them.  They  evidently  were  carrying  their  luggage  and  possibly  the 
tools  of  their1  trade.  Now  a  lapsei  in  the  episode,  but.  later  Jim  mar¬ 
ried  one  of  the  daughters,  Mary  Ann  Bailey.. 


Within  a  year  or  two  their  father,  mother  and  Thomas’  wife  and 
three  children  sailed/  to  join  them.  One  of  the  children  died  on  the 
way  over  and  was  buried  at  sea.  Shortly  after  arriving  in  Richmond, 
the  father,  Thomas’  wife  and  two  children  contracted  cholera  during 
the  great  cholera  epidemic  of  1848,  and  all  died. 


They  had  moved  close  to  the,  Simons  family  in  Richmond  and 
during  the  sickness  and  death  of  the  Holcroft  family  the  Simons 
ignored  their  cWances  of  taking  the  disease  and  helped  during  their 
bereavement. 


About  four  years  later  THOMAS  married  one  of  the  daughters, 
HARRIET  SIMONS,  April  15,  1854.  Harriet  Simons  had  been  bom 
in  Ashtabula  County,  Ohio,  Dec,  25,  1828,  and  had  moved  with  the 
family  to  Richmond  as  migration  farther  west  had  become  the  field 
of  greater  opportunity. 


During  the  Civil  War  peroid  1861-65,  Mrs.  Holcroft,  being  a 
seamstress  and  tailor,  was  engaged  in  making  uniforms  for  the  Union 
Soldiers  encamped  in  the  Fair  Grounds  near  their  home.  With  the 
money  so  earned  she  purchased  her  first  sewing  machine.  (We  have 
the  heavy  “tailor’s  goose”  she  used  in  pressing.) 
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THOMAS  and  HARRIET  (Simon)  HOLCROFT  were  the  par¬ 
ents  of  five  children: 

1.  ABIGAIL  HOLCROFT  born  April  4,  1855,  Richmond,  Ind. 
Married  Daniel  A.  Johnson. 

2.  Mary  Holcroft,  married  John  Collins..  and  were  the  parents  of 
Cora,  Zora,  Rosa,  Frank  and  Almeda. 

3.  Margaret  (Maggie)  Holer  oft,  married  Charles  Hitesman  and 
were  the  parents  of  Gretta,  Beatrice,  Lulu,  Pauline,  Opal, 
Rebecca  and  Margaret. 

4.  Sarah  Holcroft  (Unmarried). 

5.  Albert  Holcroft,  married  Rosella  Friend  and'  were  the  parents 
of  Mary  Holcroft. 

The  family  moved  from  Richmond,  Ind.  to  Blackford  County  and 
purchased  a  farm  three  and  one-half  miles  soutjh  of  Hartford  City. 
Thomas  Holcroft  farmed  and1  followed  hfiis  trade  as  plasterer  for  many 
years.  Many  of  the  early  homes  from  Hartford1  City  to  Muncie  were 
plastered  by  him.  He  was  expert  in  doing  the  fancy  and  decorative 
jobs  of  plastering  in  vogue  during  the  70’s  to  the  90’s. 

HARRIET  HOLCROFT  died  1878?  and  is  buried  at  Hart¬ 
ford  City. 


THOMAS  HOLCROFT  died  Sept.  4,  1898,  and  is  buried  at 
Hartford1  City. 

Harriet  Holcroft  was  first  buried  in  the  “Old  Cemetery”  on 
Kickapoo  St.,  but  about  1900  all  the  graves  were  removed  to  the 
New  I.  0.  0.  F.  Cemetery.  When  her  grave  was  opened  it  was  found 
that)  her  body  (head  and  shoulders)  had  “turned  to  stone”.  Some  of 
the  family  and  many  of  thfe  townspeople  came  to  view  this  unusual 
event.  (Possibly  buried  in  an  underground1  stream  of  lime  water 
causing  this  ossification — caskets  were  not  sealed.) — G.  J.  H. 
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ABIGAIL  HOLCROFT 


(MRS.  DANIEL  A.  JOHNSON) 

ABIGAIL  HOLCROFT,  the  wife  of  DANIEL  A.  JOHNSON,  was 
born  in  Richmond,  Wayne  County,  Ind.,  April  4#  1857.  The  first  child 
of  Thomas  Holcroft  after  his  second  marriage  to  Harriet  Simons. 

She  moved  with  the  family  from  Richmond  to  near  Hartford 
City,  Ind.  She  had  little  formal  schooling,  but  could  read  and  write. 

On  her  19th  birthday,  April  4,  1876,  she  was  married  to  Daniel 
A.  Johnson.  They  at  first  lived  in  the  country,  but  after  a  short  time 
moved  into  Hartford  City.  After  some  years  they  purchased  a  lot 
at  314  Mulberry  St.,  and  built  the  house  still  standing  at  this  location. 

It  was  here  that  the  last  three  children  were  born.  It  was  built  with¬ 
out  basement  and  in  a  slight  gulley.  Before  city  sewers  were  installed 
it  would  flood  during  heavy  rains. 

Anna  recalls  an  incident  that  happened  when  she  was  quite  young 
about  Harold  falling  through  the  floor  to  the  water  beneath  the  house. 
Since  Anna  was  quite  young  I  wrote  Zephfy  Basford  about  the  incid¬ 
ent  and  she  gave  the  following  answer:  “Ma  had  gone  to  the  back 
yard  and  when  she  returned  she  inquired  where  Harold  was.  The 
reply  was  that  he  had  followed  her.  Ma  noticed  that  the  board  was 
tilted,  so  she  moved  it  and  got  down  in  there.  (This  board  had  been 
left  loose  to  get  under  the  house  to  wrap  the  water  pipe  to  keep  it 
from  freezing).  Harold  was  just  going  down  for  the  third  time.  She 
handed  him  up  to  Aunt  Maggie  and  told  her  to  jerk  him  by  the  heels. 
The  dirty  black  water  flew  out  of  his  mouth  all  over  Aunt1  Maggie’s 
dress.  It  was  her  wedding  dress.  We  could  hardly  get  Ma  out  of 
there.  It  was  on  Sunday.” 

Later  a  good  sized  bam  was  built,  wood  shed  and  chicken  coops. 
The  barn  housed  the  horse  and  carriage  and  the  cow.  This  was  back 
in  the  days  when  most  families  had  a  large  garden,  kept  a  cow  for 
their  milk  supply,  and  their  own  chickens  for  eggs  and1  Sunday  Din¬ 
ners.  The  chicken  house  later  became  the  children’s  play  house. 

After  the  death  of  Abigail’s  mother,  Harriet,  her  father  every  • 
Saturday  would  drive  in  from  the  country  and  leave  his  washing  and 
pick  up  clean  clothing1  for  the  following  Week.  This  was  routine!  for 
almost  twenty  years.  During  her  father’s  last  sickness  he  came  to 
town  and  lived  with'  the  family  until  his  death. 

When  the  estate  of  her  father  was  settled  she  used  her  inherit¬ 
ance  to  purchase  a  small  cottage,  the  rent  from  which  helped  to  keep 
the  family  going. 

Their  home  was  the  stopping  place  for  her  sisters  and  families 
when  they  came  to  town  for  week-end  shoppings. 

She  took  her  daughter  Eliza’s  child,  Thomas,  when  he  was  a  baby 
and  raised  him  as  her  own.  He  lived  with  her  until  her  death  in 
1914.  He  then  went  to  live  with  his  aunt  Anna  Hinkle. 

She  was  a!  member  of  The  Daughters  of  America  Club,  taking  an 
active  part  and  a  member  of  the  drill  team.  She  was  the  first  person 
baptized  in  the  Christian  Church,  in  Hartford  City,  when  it  was  first 
built.  When  able,  she  seldom  missed  Church  service. 
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She  was  thrifty  and  a  hard  worker.  Two  of  her  sayings  often 
quoted  by  my  wfife  are:  “It  is  no  disgrace  to  wear  patches,  if  they 
are  clean”  and  “A  wife  can  throw  away  as  much  with?  a  teaspoon  as 
her  husband  can  bring  home  in  a  wheelbarrow.” 

She  loved  her  family  and  friends  with  a  deep  abiding  love  and 
had  many  true  friends  that  were  helpful  in  her  struggle  to  raise  her 
family. 

She  was  troubled  with  asthma  and  a  heart  condition  which  finally 
caused  her  death  Nov.  17,  1914,  and  she  was  buried  in  Hartford  City. 

Yes,  she  is  gone,  but  her  loving  character  is  living  on  now  into 
the  third  and  fourth  generation. — G.  J.  H. 

While  much  of  the  foregoing  may  appear  trivial  and  unimport¬ 
ant  to  coming  generations,  to  those  of  us  whose  memories  are  still 
green,  we  hope  it  proves  of  interest.  We,  have  tried  to  relate  things 
that  will  cause  us  to  realize  that  “life  is  real,”  that  they  have  not 
changed  over  the  years — and  that  memory  is  one  of  our  most  pilzed 
possessions. 

There  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  tragedies,  sadness  and 
disappointments,  but  are  overshadowed  by  the  joy,  happiness  and 
accomplishments*  that  make  life  worth  living.
